The demand for better prepara- 
tory teaching—that is, for better 
preparatory teachers—from  aill 
parts of the country is fruitful in 
suggestions looking to a supply. 
According to the census of 1880, the 
sum ofall the lawyers, physicians, 
surgeons, clergymen and journal- 
ists in the country was 226,811; the 
number of teachers was 227,710. It 
is‘said that not one in ten is a grad- 
uate of anormal school, Itis ad- 
mitted that there is a science of ed- 
ucation and an art of teaching. Is 
this art then not a profession? To 
this question the Chicago 7Jribune, 
speaking for the United States, 
boldly answers no. What the 7ri- 
bune means plainly is that the 
greater part of the 227,000 teachers, 
outnumbering all the other profes- 
sions together, ply their calling not 
as a vocation but rather as an expe- 
dient to make a livelihood, while 
awaiting their actual settlement in 
life. For it is to be remembered 
that 154,375 of the 227,000, or over 
two-thirds, are women whom there 
is no ground to assume are matri- 
moniatly disinclined.

DENVER, Colo., March 3. 

A Wallace, Kansas, special says that 
the situation of the Coronada-Leodi 
war remains unchanged, Both towns 
are surrounded by a strong cordon of 
armed men, who permit no one to 
enter. The menin both towns sleep 
with their guos, and after gaining ad- 
mission, a stranger finds a Winchester 
at every turn. They stand in door- 
ways, and the merchants bring their 
guns to wait on customers. Men 
patrol the streets of the city all day 
and night. The surrounding country 


is as excited as the towns, and about 
as equally divided. The Coronada 
sympathizers are for the most part in 
town with their ammunition and 
guns, aod a Coronada man said to-day 
that within an bour 500 men could be 
recruited in the town ready to defend 
it with their lives. 

At Leodi the cry is for revenge. 
The citizens are as excited as they 
were on the day following the shoot- 
ing, and they are unanimous in their 
determination to attack Coronada at 
the first opportunity. This will prob- 
ably be offered on Thusday next, 
when the sounty elections occur. 

Charlie Coutler and Bill Raines were 
the ring-leaders of the Leodi crowd, 
who went over to Coronada on Sunday 
morning and drank considerable 
whisky and beer. Coulter, who was 
a desperado of the worst type, and 
who is the fourth of the tamliy of Le- 
odi to die with boots on, promised to 
return the beer consumed. He and 
Leodi, got the beer and five compan- 
ions, three of whom were armed, and 
returned in a wagon and buggy. 
They visited a druggist who was sick 
in bed, and made him getup. Coulter 
ordered him to dance, and fired a shot 
at his feet to make him obey. The 
druggist, however, offered to treat i/ 
be would lower his gunand the offer 
was accepted. The men then went 
into the street, and, according to the 
story, began fireing ‘indiscriminately. 
Coulter did most ofthe shooting. A 
Coronado man was struck over the 
head with the butt of Coulter's gun. 
The Loomis brothers interfered, and 
requested the Leodi man to stop abus- 
ing the citizens. Fora reply Coulter 
turned on both the Loomis boys and 
struck atthem. He performed an old 

lainsman’s trick by hitting Bob 
fomis over the head and shvoting 
John Loomis in the leg atthe same 
time. John was standing back of Bob 
and as Coulter fired he sprang for- 
ward and clincbed with him. 

The Leodi crowd, according to the 
story of the Coronada men, then be- 
gan firing at two citizens who were 
running up the street. A dozen Cor- 
onado men, who had gathered in a 
store, then opened \fire, and Coultor 
see ed to be the target for them all, 
Che firing only continued a moment, 
and when the smoke cleared away 
Raines, Coulter and Walkinsa, who 
wereon the pavement, bad fallen to the 
ground dea The other men were in 
the wagon,and Jas Dunulng and Joln- 
son were seriously wounded, <A, N, 
Horey, the seventh man of the Leodi 
crowd, @xouped without injury. There 
were 4 bulieta in Coulter's body, 

and Raines was wounded in 11 places, 
every one of which would have been 
fatal, Thetwo Loomis boys wore only 
slightly wounded, Jenness, it is 
thought, will die, but Johnson and 
Dunning will recover, 

On the day following the trouble, 
Sheriff Kdwards secured warrants for 
the arreat of the two Loomis brothers, 
Bob Lilley, Tom Allen and Posat- 
master Fowler, who is alleged to have 
been implicated in the shooting from 
the door of his office,
